Bulgaria 
Accepts 
Red Terms 


Starts Evacuating 
Greek and Yugoslav 
Areas, as Required 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—(UP)—Rus- 
sia, the United States and Great 
Britain have granted Bulgaria 15 
days to get her troops and civilian 
personnel out of occupied Greek 
and Yugoslav areas as a precoii- 
dition to an armistice and Bul- 
garia has accepted the terms, Rus- 
‘sia announced tonight in a Tass 
agency statement broadcast by ra- 
dio Moscow. 


Bulgaria followéd with a state- 
ment that the evacuation of Greek 
territory had started yesterday— 
though the 15 days granted start 
today—and that by agreement 
with Marshal Tito, of Yugoslavia, 
and Russian commanders on the 
spot Bulgarian troops in Yugo- 
slavia would continue for the mo- 
ment to take part in joint opera- 
tions against the Germans. 

At about the time Russia an- 
nounced the preliminary terms for 
Bulgaria, radio Paris broadcast 
the statement that it was believed 
in.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—()}— 
A proposal that all teen-age gov- 
ernment givis be sent back home 
came today from.a social service 
expert as Washington debated the 
question of how to safeguard the 
thousands of young girls who have 
‘come here from rural communities 
to take wartime federal jobs. 

Ray H. Everett, executive secre- 
tary of the Social Sc ‘society, 
made this suggestion with the 
comment, “most girls under 20 are 
too immature to be. running loose 
in Washington.” 

The problems imposed by a tre-| 
mendous wartime influx of young 
women have been discussed by 
civic leaders for months, but the 
discussion has reached a new peak 
in press, pulpit and among gov- 
ernment workers themselves since 
the tragedy of Dorothy Berrum. 

Dorothy's three-month govera- 
ment career ended in death. Just 
18, she came here to work for the 
War Department when she gradu- 
ated from high school at Chip- 
pewa Falls, Wis., last June. Last 
week her body was found in a Po- 
tomac river park. ,A young Marine 
has been accused of the killing. 

While the government hires the 
girl workers, it does not undertake 
a close supervision of their off- 
duty hours. Most of the agencies 
arid departments have personnel 
advisers to whom a girl can take 
her problems if she likes. But that 
is strictly up to her. . 

A girl coming to Washington to 
work for the government can take 
living ‘quarters anywhere she 
pleases. If she prefers to live in 
a government constructed dormi- 
tory, she will find advisers and a 
rule requiring that she “sign in”

~ Said Marking Draftee Votes 


Charges of irregularities in soldier voting in Gilmer county—one 
of Georgia's few Republican counties—have been made by a retired 


Ellijay businessman, J. G. Cole. 

In Atlanta yesterday for a con- 
ference with Attorney General T. 
Grady Head, Cole declared candi- 
dates for office are marking bal- 
lots of young draftees, who, them- 
selves, are not yet qualified to vote 
under the soldier vote law. 

Cole said candidates of the 
“eourthouse ring’’—composed of a 
fusion ticket of Republicans and 
Democrats—are marking the bal- 
lots for these men, contrary to the 
practices of the Australian ballot. 
He stated that he asked one of 
the draftees for whom he had 
voted, and the young man replied: 
“I don’t know, I let somebody at 
the courthouse mark my batlot for 
me.” 

Cole asked the Attorney Gen- 
eral what steps could be taken to 
correct these alleged irregularities. 

Head cited a ruling of the Geor- 


gia War Ballot Commission, passed 
Tuesday, which limited soldier 


voting privileges to men.in active 
service. It bans this privilege from 
draftees, who have not yet taken 
the oath of a soldier, and from 
members of the reserve, who are 
not on active duty. Application of 
the new rule to the reported situa- 
tion has not been interpreted. 


The Attorney General said he 
knew of no remedy for the com- 
plaint of candidates marking bal- 
lots for soldiers qualified to vote 
under the soldier-vote law. 


* “No voting booths will be erect- 
ed until election day (November 
7), so this secrecy cannot be pro- 
vided for early soldier voters who 
may be home on furloughs,” Head 
observed. “I know of no way to 


prevent such a soldier from asking 


someone to help him mark his 
ballot.” 

A Democratic slate of officers is 
opposing the fusion ticket in the 
general election. No primaries are 
held in this county.

ritorial integrity be preserved 

“You and I are all agreed that 
Poland must be reconstituted as a 
great nation,” the President told 
the head of the congress, Charles 
Rozmarek, of Chicago. 

“Of course,” he continued, “we 
should all bear in mind that no- 
body here has accurate informa- 
tion about everything that is go- 
ing on in Poland. Even I, as Pres- 
ident of the United States, with 
access to all of the information 
which is available, am not fully 
informed of the whole story.:.-.. 
REFERS TO RUSSIA 

“The broad sbjective which we 
all seek is excellent. I am certain 
that world opinion is going to back 
up that objective—not only to re- 
constitute Poland as a strong na- 
tion, but also’ as a representative 
and peace-loving nation.” 

The White House statement of. 
Rozmarek’s remarks said he told 
the President that the Polish- 
Americans are anxious to know 
whether Mr. Roosevelt ‘is prepared 
“by all means at your disposal to 
insist upon and to defend the just 
principle of Poland’s independence 
and also her territorial integrity, 
without which the Polish nation 
could not remain self-supporting 
and could not fail to become de- 
pendent on her powerful eastern 
neighbor,” the latter an obvious 
reference to Russia. 


The Polish-American leaders 
also asked the President for as- 
surance that America’s policy for 
the establishment of a world peace 
has not “departed from the prin- 
ciples embodied” in the Atlantic 
Charter and the declaration on the 
Four Freedoms.

in Atlanta. 

In his years of work in the

Plan Must Fit Speed 
Of Future, Not Past 


There is agg Sead a lot of debate, some of 

j it acrimonious, a the world peace plan of- 
‘i fered by the Dumbarton Oaks conferences. Re- 
membesing what happened in the senate during the debate on the 
peace; treaties and the League of Nations, after the last war, it is 
inevitable that, in so far as United States participation in the plan 
is concerned, there will be some, blind and unscrupulous though 
they may be, who will séek to make private or party political capi- 
tal out of the proposals. 

This despite the fact that the Dumbarton Oaks results have been 
highly praised both by the administration and by the Republican 
leader, Gov. and Presidential Candidate Thomas E. Dewey. 

It is probable that the most heated debate, in congress and in 
this country, will center around the issue of whether, after an in- 
ternational air force, as proposed, to promptly smash future war 
moves by any militaristic, criminally inclined government in their 
inception, is formed, the congress must give formal approval for 
U. S. participation every time it is necessary to apply that force. 

There will be some, jealous of congressional prerogatives, who 
will insist that, under no circumstances, must Ameérican force be 
used until after the congress has recognized and announced the 
need for such force. 

It would be well, however, before tying the hands of our seg- 
ment of such a world police force, to remember that conditions to 
be faced in the future will be different, even, from those existent 


today. 

: With each succeéding outbreak of 
K Question of Speed war, the aggressor nations have moved 
more quickly. The world scarcely had time to catch its breath after 
German armies started toward Poland in 1939, before bombs and 
shells were making a shambles out of Warsaw. 

It took only minutes for the Japanese to administer te the United 
States the worst defeat in all her history, at Pearl Harber in De- 
cember, 1941. Without any declaration of war and without advance 
warning. 

Next time, say, 25 or 50 years from now, if.we have been silly 
enough to permit any blood-lustful nation to create the materiel for 
attack, the enemy might well have defeated us, this nation, in less 
time than it would e to Assemble the congress and for that body 
to take official action. 

Den’t forget the robot bombs that have so cruelly and unnec- 
essarily smashed on London. The Germans call these V-1. They 
talk about a more powerful ng bomb, the V-2. 

It is not a fantastic prediction, but a sr ving certainty that, 
if nation decided to attack the United States, say, in 1970, that 
the firat we should know of it would be when swarms of these man- 
less devices of death and destruction leveled our great cities into 
the dust. 

it is simply a question of speed. The acceleration of speed in 
this age of what were, but recently, impossibilities come true. 


What we have to get into our heads is that 
Law Enforcement the standing force proposed will be, not an 


instrument of war, but an international police forcé, an agency of 
intefnational law for the keeping of the peace and for the pro- 
tection of good nations from depredations by gangster groups tem- 
porarily in control of nations amenable to wars for conquest. 

When there is a gang of criminals loose in our own commu- 
nity, the police force does not have to get special authorization 
from local authority—city council, police committee, or whatevéer— 
to go after that gang,and halt its depredations. 

A police officer faced by an armed desperado does not have to 
telephone the chief of police for permission to use his Own gun 
to yee, Hore desperado down. 

An international force to preserve peace between nations and 
to p t the people and the property of one nation from the 
criminality of another should not 


ve te go through all the formali- 
_ of securing special authority before sma the criminals 


own. 
What we, and the other peace-loving nations must do, is create a 
force pow l enough to make a ible aggressor of the future 
line and refrain from suc ternational crime as war tor

NEW YORK.—Adolf Berle, the 
old varsity brain-truster, has cut 
himself a liberal slab of umbrage 


because Governor Dewey, in his 
Charléston speech, said he once 
advocated a system whereby the 
government “would tell each of 
us where we would work, at what 
and for how much,” 


Without passing judgment as to 
whether Mr. Berle did or didn’t 
say that, I must warn him that 
if he does repudiate these ideas 
he is out of step with his eminent 
colleagues, Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Harry Hopkins, and reads himself 
right out of the cult. 


Not long after Pearl Harbor,| 


Mrs. Roosevelt came out for pre- 
cisely thé system that Mr. Dewey 
described and with a little more 


emphasis and detail, too. As a). 


dogged reader of Mrs. Roosevelt's 
journalism, a highly profitable 
gift which descended on her sud- 
denly in a dead heat with the elec- 
tion returng of 1932, I have learn- 
ed to clip and file ‘away her col- 
umns in little bunches tied with 
red ribbon, And so, going straight 
to my treasure on reading of Mr. 
Berle’s denial, I found that Mrs. 
Roosevelt wrote on one of her rare 
visits to the White House exactly 
as follows: 


“I’ve come to one very clear de- 
cision, namely that all of us, men 
and women in the services and 
men and women at home, should 
be drafted and told what job we 
are to do.. The only way I can 
see to get the maximum service 
out of our citizens is to draft us 
all and tell us where we can be 
most useful and where our work 
is needed.” i 

On another day, moreover, Mrs. 
Roosevelt expréssed impatience 
with that quaint American way 
which permitted a young man to 
become a doctor merely because 
he wanted to be a doctor and to 
sit for patients wherever he elect- 
ed to, regardiess of the commu- 
nity’s needs. 

“IT don’t know whether my oppo- 


nent,” meaning Mrs. R.’s husband, | 


“calls that system Communism or 
National Socialism or Fascism,” 
Mr. Dewey said at Charleston. “He 
can take it any way he likes. It’s 
his program, not mine.” 


Actually, it is Communism, Na- 
tional Socialism and Fascism, be- 
cause such controls are inherent 
in all three. Anyway, it certain- 
ly is Hitlerism for which, by a 
charming irony, President Roose- 
velt has been known to express a 
degree of distaste, because Hitler, 
as you probably remember, bore 
down with great emphasis on the 
folly, as he saw it, of permitting 
a young Heinie to become a doc- 
tor or a violinist when there was 
a current shortage of plumbers or 
airplane mechanics, or, having 
permitted a young man to become 
a doctor, Hitler reserved the pow- 
er to select the site of his prac- 
tice. If there were already three 
doctors in a three-doctor town, the 
new young doctor couldn’t practice 
there even though it were his 
home town and, of course, this 
control presented opportunities for 
favoritism in assignments. This 
might be a temptation to some of 
Mrs. Roosevelt's political col- 
leagues, unthinkable though it 
may be to some of us, that the 
Joe Guffey machine or the Hague 
or Kelly mobs could stoop to ven- 
ality in the service of that slob- 
bering and faceless nonentity 
whom the bleeding hearts of Wash- 
ington so patronizingly refer to as 
the common man. 


Mr. Hopkins went even a little 
further than Mrs. Roosevelt, whose 
house guest he was at that time, in 
the role of the man who came 
to dinner. In a magazine article, 
written by a ghost under his name, 
Mr. Hopkins was firmly admoni- 
tory and said: “No American, 
anywhere, not in the war effort, 
should be allowed to decide for 
himself how much he will do or 
how much he will give.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt hadn't said any- 
thing about giving but here was 
Mr. Hopkins telling the subjects 
that not only their services but 
their earnings and property must 
be placed freely and wholly at the 
disposal of that firm but benevo- 
lent force called the government 
of which he has ever remained a 
highly influential personality to 
the utter bafflement of old Charlie 
Michelson who wrote that he 
never could: understand what Mr. 
Roosevelt saw in him. 


‘Millions not now in jobs must 
go to work,” Mr. Hopkins wrote. 
“Women who cannot work in fac- 
tories and shops will perform such 
essential tasks as caring for chil- 
dren whose mothers are working 
in munitions plants. Workers will 
have to be billeted in homes and 
many a social leader will become 
a boarding house keeper. Doctors 


and dentists will go to communi- 


ties where they are most needed. 
Some students should quit high 
school. I see no reason for wast- 
ing time on nonessentials such as 
Chaucer and Latin. A diploma 
can only be framed and hung on 
the wall.” 

So here, from two of the most 
powerful New Dealers we have a 
scenario even more drastic and de- 
tailed than Mr. Dewey attributed 
to Mr. Berle, the only hedge be- 
ing, of course, that this program 
is proposed primarily as a war 
emergency measure. 

But Mr. Roosevelt has never yet 
relinquished any power or control 
granted him for an emergency 
and, moreover, if the entire na- 
tion were in the government serv- 
ice then, obviously, demobilization 
and re-employment in private in- 
dustry never could be accomplish- 
ed. That may be what Mr. Dewey 
had in mind.

Americans Now Hold 


11 Islands in Group, 
Navy Announces 


By The Associated Press 

Making their second new land- 
ing in the Palaus in three days, 
American forces increased to 11 
their island holdings in that group 
by sweeping unopposed onto tiny 
Bairakaseru islet Tuesday, the 
Navy announced at Pearl Harbor 
last night. 

The new landing, followed a 
Sunday invasion of Gargkayo, 
which was secured in 24 hours. 

Of the 11 Palau islands in Amer- 
ican hands, the most important is 
Peleliu, which has an air base from 
which planes are blasting Nippo- 
nese holdings to the north in the 
same chain. Last night’s communi- 
que told of a new strike by Marine 
Corsairs at- Babelthuap. 

SOME JAPS HOLD OUT 

Some Japanese still are holding 
out on Peleliu where, latest reports 
said, the Marines had exploded an 
ammunition dump. Bairakaseru is 
a little over nine miles northwest 
of Peleliu. 

Japanese dead in the Palau-cam- 
paign totalled 12,470 through Tues- 
day, Pearl Harbor headquarters 
announced yesterday, disclosing 
that 184 civilians had been in- 
terned on Angaur., 

The totals: On Peleliu, 10,305 
killed, 284 soldiers captured; on 
Angaur, 1,165 dead, 11 imprisoned. 
plus, the civilians. 

Last night’s announcement said 
the Sunday communique had erred 
in listing 11,083 Japanese dead on 
Peleliu. The figure should have 
been 1,000 less. The new totals in- 
clude-that revision. 


TOKYO RADIO WARNING 


The Daring venture of an Amer- 
ican carrier task force that. sent 
waves of planes against Japanese 
islands within 200 miles of the 
Nippon homeland caused radio 
Tokyo yesterday to broadcast 
warnings to the people of the em- 
pire that the attacking American 
ships are “stilk lurking“ nearby.
